2 Strip annealing, machines, exactly such as are now operated 
in Philadelphia and New Orleans, for the sum of $1250. each, de¬ 
livered at Quartermaster's Department in New York City. 

We beg leave to request that you order the shipment to be made 
by rail rather than by steamer, so that the machines can be put on 
board cars at Elizabeth, N.J, and remain undisturbed until they 
reach their destination. The reason for this request is that we 
consider it unsafe to handle these machines repeatedly, as would be 
necessary in shipping them by rail from Elizabeth, N.J. to New 
York, then loading than on trucks, and re-loading them on the 
steamer. 


The machines are bulky, and with all the care which we could 
take in&acking, the fire clay linings would be shaken loose by re¬ 
peated/transfers, and they would probably arrive in n sw Orleans in 
a damaged condition, necessitating perhaps, the sending of a man 
there to repair the damage. The Pennsylvania R.R., Co., has hand¬ 
led a great many of our machines and we have special confidence in 
their handling them carefully.

The report of ohanges in the employees of the U.S.Assay Office 
at Seattle, Washington, for the month of July,1900, reports the 
following changes under the heading "TRANSFERS WITHIN THE DEPART¬ 
MENT": 

Albert Cookingham, transferred July 1, from deposit clerk 
at $5.00 per diem, to clerk at $1600 per annum. 

Charles S. Parcell, transferred July 1, from weigh olerk at 
$4.50 per diem, to olerk at $1500 per annum. 

Charles L. Tedford, transferred July 1, from clerk at $1200 
per annum, to clerk at $1400 per annum. 

Riohard H. Pearse, transferred July 1, from temporary melt- 
er's assistant,at $2.50 per diem, to temporary clerk at $1200 
per annum. 

A list of names of excepted employees in the mint and assay 
service transmitted under date of December 6,1899, contained the 
names of only three excepted employees in the Seattle assay offioe, 
and these were in the positions of o hief olerk , a ssistant assayer , 
and cashier . A subsequent report showed Albert Cookingham ap¬ 
pointed to the excepted position o f 11 d eposi t o 1 erk " , presumably 
under the provision of the rules excepting"deposit weigh olerk." 

If the change in the position of Mr. Cookingham, above noted, in¬ 
volves a transfer, it must be a transfer from an excepted to a 
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i 


non-excepted position, and therefore one whioh oould be allowed, if 
at all, only upon examination, with the approval of the Commission, 
as provided by the rule regulating transfers. If the change is 


merely one in salary of the excepted position of deposit weigh 


clerk, it was improperly reported as a transfer. 

It appears that Charles S. Parcell, the second on the list 
above quoted, was employed on September 15,1898, without the ap¬ 
proval or knowledge of the Commission, and contrary to the provi¬ 
sions of the rules. His employment is therefore irregular. If 
Mr. Parcell has been continuously in the service BineOMay 29,1899, 
and if the failure to secure the approval of the Commission for 
his temporary employment prior to that date was due to an inadvert¬ 
ence, the Commission would consider a statement of these facts by 
the Department with a view to the settlement of the ease. 

Temporary employment of Charles L. Tedford, third on the list 
above quoted, on August 25,1899, was without the approval of the 
Commission, and his retention since that date has been oontrary to 
the rules. The fact that his name is upon the register of eligi- 
bles since January,1900, does not alter his status,as it is not 
yet within reach of certification. 

The Commission appears to have no record of the appointment of 
Riohard H. Pearse, and requests to be informed of the date, man¬ 
ner of entranoe, and authority for his entrance into the service;v

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There has been a register of eligiblee for the assay service 
in Seattle for some time, and it would seem that there can no long¬ 
er be any good reason for making appointments in any manner other 
than that contemplated by the civil service rules.

Dear Sir: 

I take the liberty of addressing you in a matter which I hope 
may prove of mutual interest. vie are endeavoring at our State University 
to give a thoroughly practical education to our mining students, with the 
view of helping in the developement of our mineral resources. We make 
a specialty of gold and silver. We are able to give practical instruc¬ 
tion in our laboratories in the assaying and metallurgy of gold and 
silver in all the branches, except in the melting and refining of gold 
and silver bullion. This can only be done where large quantities of 
bullion are handled daily. It is a serious handicap to our students, 

who as assayers are expected to melt and if necessary refine the bullion 
product of the mines, not to have some practical experience in this,line. 

It has occurred to me that it might be possible to secure permission 
to have our mining students in turn have one or two weeks each practical 
experience in the melting of bullion in the receiving department of the 
San Francisco Mint. In order that the privilege should not be abused I 
would suggest the following restrictions:-

That the privilege be confined to the senior mining students of our 
State University, (who have already had two years instruction in chemistry 
and one year in assaying, ) when they present a recommendation as to 
character and ability from the Professor of Mining and Metallurgy of the 
University of California. 

That each student be allowed (to begin with) one week of continuous 
practical instruction as working assistant to the melters, under the 
same rules and regulations as apply to all U. S. Mint operatives, except 
that they are to receive no compensation for their services. 

That they be allowed to become familiar with the usages and customs 
and requirements of the U. S. Mint, with regard to the shipment and pre¬ 
paration of bullion. 

That they be required to take the usual oath of honesty, fidelity 
and obedience to all the usual regulations of the U. S. Mint. 

The number of seniors that we have at present is about thirty. They 
would be greatly benefitted by such an arrangement and at the same time 
I am sure that indirectly this 'would result in the improvement of the 
condition and grade of bullion all over the coast that is shipped to the 
Mint, so that not only considerable saving would result to the Govern¬ 
ment but much needless misunderstanding would be removed between the 
raining companies and the Mint. Any other suggestions or restrictions 
that you may think necessary for your protection of Government interests 
will be cheerfully complied with. I feel sure that if necessary the 
approval of our Congressmen can be secured for this to us very important

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The total minor coinage for the year in nickel 5-cent coins 
was $1,537,499.60,and in "bronze 1-cent coins $705,517.61. Of 
these amounts $144,036.65 in nickel coins and $12,275,02 in bronze 
coins were recoinage. 

The seigniorage or gain on this recoinage was $5,988.63 as 
against a wastage or loss of $8,585.83, showing a net wastage of 
$2,597.20. 

The seigniorage on the coinage of nickel and bronze coins 
coined from new material purchased during the year was $1,794,633.0$, 
which, less a net wastage on the recoinage of minor coin, gives a 
total seigniorage on minor coinage of $1,792,035.84 for the year.

The Melter and Refiner experienced great difficulty during 
the year in the manufacture of gold ingots, on account of the poor 
quality of the bullion which he was compelled to use. This bullion 
was found to contain small quantities of iron and lead which pre¬ 
vented a uniform admixture with the copper alloy, and often caused 
the resulting ingots to be brittle and unfit for coinage, so that 
it was necessary to remelt no less than 179 gold ingot melts already 
made, aggregating 1,039,341.90 standard ounces, 40 melts of which 
were condemned by the assayer as being outside of the legal limits 
of tolerance. 

The working of these melts, many of which had to undergo a 
toughening process,naturally resulted in a large loss in bullion.

New Machinery, methods &c. 

The new machinery and appliances referred to in the last annual 
report have keen working very satisfactorily, and many additions have 
heen made thereto. 

Looking forward to removing to the new mint building before the 













close of the fiscal year, the endeavor has been to obtain the 
most modern and approved machinery appliances and methods, this 
being important upon general principle, but especially so because 
of the necessity for a radical change in some of the most important 
operations. 

Sold bullion, of the value of many millions of dollars is 
unfit for coinage without refining, owing to the presence of 
minute quantities of such metals as lead, antimony &c; and by the 
old acid processes it is both difficult and expensive to entirely 
eliminate them. 

Mr. H. J. Slaker, assistant in the melter and refiner's de¬ 
partment of this mint, was authorized to visit the mints of 
Great Britain, Prance and Germany, as well as the private refineries 
in Hamburg and Prankfurt, for the purpose generaly of comparing 
the appliances and methods of this institution with those abroad, 
and especially to inquire into the process of refining by elec¬ 
trolysis, fn use in the private refineries referred to. 

The melter and refiner had for some months been experimenting 

in this field, and the report made by Mr. Slaker ( and forwarded 
to the Department by the superintendent) showed we were infringing 
on the patents of Dr. Bmil Wohlwill of Hamburg,Germany. A provision¬ 
al arrangement was made( which will soon no doubt become a definite 
dofltract)oto use the process, and a small,plant has been installed 
in the refin ery for parting and refining gold bullion by elec¬ 
trolysis. This process has been gradually developed until it 
may now be pronounced a working siiccess.

A small dynamo is used driven "by five horse pov/er motor. 

For want of suitable vessels the plant is being worked only to 
b.ne half its capacity and at that,not continuously throughout 
the twenty-four hours. When these minor difficulties ere over¬ 
come the output promises to go far to equal our receipts of gold 
bullion. 

Since the beginning of these operations 40,876 oz. of fine 
gold have been turned out from the electrolytic plant.varying in 
fineness from 999 to 999.8 by assay. In the month: of August just 
closed, the returns were 20,109 fine ozb, of gold, while the power 
of the plant was only partially utilized as stated. 

It will be seen that the process has passes the experimental 
stage,aad much may be expected of it in the future. 
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In the new mint it is proposed to run all the 
machinery hy electric power, and hence the kind, power, and 
speed of the various motors to "be applied to the different 
machines, are questions of importance. 

Motors have been connected temporarily to the different 
sizes of coining presses, milling machines, rotary and strip 
annealing f irnaces, cutting presses and topping machines. 

A1.1 these machines will require special attachments, and 
will enable us to install all the minting equipment without 
the use of belting. 

In all cases, except the topping machines, the motors 
have been connected direct with gears, and in the case of the 
rolling mills it was foimd necessary to attach heavy fly-wheels 
in order to carry the strip between the rolls. 

At present experiments are being made to determine the 
size of motors for machine shop tools, and all machines re¬ 
quiring one or more horse power will be driven by motors. 

In applying motors to coining presses- trial is to be made 

of two fly-wheels to a prea6 the motor connecting with spur gears 

I 

to each. A more even consumption of power is the point aimed at. 

It is also considered advisable to substitute for the old 
wood annealing furnaces, a gas annealing system. There are now 
three gas strip annealing furnaces installed, two for silver which 
work admirably, and one for gold. The last mentioned is 
furnished with a hood attachment, the object of which is to cool 
the strip after it leaves the machine, in a non-oxidizing atmos- 
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phere. This has not as yet heen completely tested, but from 
the few trials made it is believed that it will fulfil all 
expectations. 

Four geared rolls are now in operation, three by electric 
motors, two finishing and one break-down, a 25 HP used on the 
former, and a 35 HP on the latter* 

The material leaving these finishing rolls requires no 

dr’aw—bencj'i wor2c* 

The gas plant has been working very satisfactorily, and 
has since its installation in the spring of 1899 about paid for 
itself in reduced gas bills. 

In the new mint plant, the contract for which was awarded 
to the same company that installed the one now in use, a. small 
independent plant for the use of the assay department exclusive¬ 
ly, is provided for in order to obtain aboslute evenness of pres¬ 
sure for that important department. 

The question as to how to use gas instead of coal for melt¬ 
ing furnaces in the melting room is as yet among the unsolved 
problems, as well as the utilization of the old belt rolls in 
the new mint. 

Experiments are now being made with a worm driven device, 
run by a specially constructed motor. If this succeeds - these 
rolls, a number of which have excellent material, can be utilized. 

Another problem to be grappled with is the filtration 
plant for the new mint- a more thorough system being desired to 
replace the old settling wells. 
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A new milling machine has been turned out bjr the machine 
shop. It is a perfect and beautiful piece of work and is 
run by a vertical 3 HP slow speed motor-. Nine of these machines 
will be built in the machine shop. 

It is also in contemplation to try the Napier Improved 
Automatic Coin Weighing and Classifying machine. 

The fiscal year just ended has been a very arduous one, 
and the next will doubtless be more so. This has thrown an 

immense amount of work upon the machine shop, and upon the super- 
intendsnt of machinery, Mr. Edwin S. Church, especially, whose 
labors have been continous and exacting, calling for the very 
highest skill. 

The "New Mint" means much more than moving into a new 
ouilding. It includes the introduction of the most modern and 
approved methods and appliances.
